An Bxecutive committee of three 
hag been proposed by the larger com- 
mittee, to expedite the negotiations 
with the company and to approach 
the government, and generally bring 
the matter to a successful conclusion. 

The selection and authorizing of 
this committee will be an important 
duty of the meeting. 

A petition addressed to the Hon. 
Premier of Alberta ts being prepared, 
asking for assistance by way of advice 
and enabling legislation. This pett- 
tion will be published in the next 
issue of the local papers for the in- 
formation of and study by those con- 
cerned. 

Questions as to eligibility to vote 
in the matters under discussion will 
be answered by a satisfactory auth- 
ority. 

The Committee asks for the co-op- 
eration of all involved to bring about 
the desired objective—which is a very 
thorough investigation by competent 
authorities of the feasibility, practi- 
‘cability and the improved position of 
the farmers concerned—possible un- 
der the proposed transfer of the Pro- 
ject to a Water Users’ Association. 

In taking the responsibility for pres- 
enting these matters, the Committee 
wishes to stress the point that there 
ig positively NOTHING TO LOSE by 
an intelligent examination of the 
whole situation. 

A Brief Recapitulation 

To ask the government for special 
legislation’ tn form the Eestern Irri- 
gation Section, Including both irrig- 
able and non-irrigable lands into an 
Irrigation District. 

As an Irrigation District, with a 
board appointed by the settlers, ac- 
cording to the Act:- 

1. To take over the entire irriga- 
tion project in the Hastern Section 
and with it the duty of delivering 
water. 

2. To purchase all equipment and 
property now owned by the C.P.R, tn 
the Eastern Section and used for the 
delivery of water. 

3. And to purchase all unsold lands 
and operation of venders’ interest in 
present contracts. 

In order to finance the deal, the 
district may issue bonds which the 
company seemed willing to accept, 
and which the district will have to 
meet with revenue from sale of lands.

If this proposal goes through, the 
company would walve all construction 
charges of the Project to the propos- 


od district, thereby placing the dfs- 
trict itself in a Pe®Rion equalled by 
no other district tn North America, 
as far as construction costs are con- 
corned. As the contract at) present 
in force will be assigned to the new 
district, the board may issue new 
contracts with the present. settlers, 


putting them on uw solvent basis, wip- 
ing out arrears and setting the price 
of their land at a figure low enough 
to enable any to pay for his 
land in a very short Cine, 

The unsold lands will also be priced 
at such a low figure that these lands 
will attract new settlers,

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THE COMPEXITIES OF FINANCE 

“He who undertakes to solve the mysteries of finance places 
his feet upon the path which leads but to the matlhouse.”’

Finance, credit and money have always been highly involved 
and intricate subjects.

Maybe a monetary system will eventually be developed 
which will overcome the phenomena of booms and depressions 
and if so it will be a marvellous accomplishment. 

Meantime human nature may have to be considerably chang- 
ed and something done to prevent too great accumulations of 
wealth in the hands of a comparatively few people.

THE IRRIGATION PROBLEM 

Views on the position of settlers in the C.P.R. Eastern Irri- 
gation block are embodied in an article which ran in last week’s 
issue of The Mail and is continued in this week’s paper. 

Further articles will appear from time to time on this sub- 
ject in order that land contract holders may be permitted a 
perusal of a survey of the situation. 

The Mail is publishing these articles as a contribution to a 
movement to place irrigated farming on a sound and satisfac- 
tory basis. The items previously published were printed solely 
for their news value, and to arouse the discussion which has} 
now developed. 


A NECESSARY STEP 

The new federal farm debt adjustment act makes it possible 
for debts of farmers to be compromised and a new opportunity 
given them to re-establish themselves. 

Why should farmers be given this privilege and not other 
classes of the Dominion? 

For the palpable reason that the farm population of Canada 
has borne the brunt of the depression, and also for the very 
vital reason that this country depends for its very existence on 
the farming class to a greater extent than upon any other 
group. 

Any continuation of the conditions that have so seriously 
injured Canadian agriculture during the past three years, with- 
out substantial help from governments and others, and the 
farming business of this country will topple over the brink into 
economic destruction. 

Such a catastrophe would wreck Canada as a nation, ruining 
the industrial life of the country and bringing banks, railways, 
factories and businesses of all-kinds into bankruptcy. 

The lightening of the farm debt load is an important step 
towards farm reconstruction. And it is but one step of many 
that will have to be taken before a measure of economic stabili- 
ty is brought back to Canadian farms.
